He was dismissed fro m this 
serv ice fo r gro ss misco nduct and went 
to study fo r the priestho o d In a J es­ 
uit co llege. 
Here he wag fo und to 
be v icio us, hy po critical and wo rthless, 
and was ex pelled In disgrace. 
Thus 
In 16 7 8, at the age o f flfty -nlne, ho 
was cast uiKtn the wo rld to pick up 
a Mv lng by ^iis wits. 
Already he bad 
been branded a s a blackguard, but 
no w his real career o f deadly mlscMeC 
was beginning. 
Hating the J esuits fo r their just 
condemDBtion o f him, 
he 
went to 
Charles 11., king o f England, and in­ 
vented a sto ry o f a J esuit plo t to mur­ 
der the king and to start a general 
massacre. 
His tale was an ab soluto 
lie from 
first to last, and It was 
so awkwardly dev ised that the king 
In a few carelo ns questions ex posed it 
as not o nly false b ut utterly ab surd. 
Oates was nut disco uraged. Fallinif 
to co nv ince Charles uf the falseho o d, 
he went befo re a magistrate named 
Go dfrey and publicly to o k o ath thiU 
his charges were true. 
The go v ern­ 
ment and the peo ple at large seemed 
to fo rget that Oates bad already been 
co nv icted o f perjury and that 
his 
who le life was that o f a man who se' 
wo rd was no t to be credited. 
Panlo i 
struck statesmen and po pulace alike. 
They believ ed thefr king's life 
was 
really threatened. 
No pro o fs to thel 
co ntrary no r appeals to tho lr sanity 
co uld check this belief. 
The natio n 
was made with ex citemenL 
Charles, 
alo ne—the suppo sed 
plo t’«

v ictim—remained calm and laughed at 
the entire affair as a ho ax .

No o ne’s life seemed safe 
when a co nv icted perjurer co uld swear 
It away .

bles alike swelled the ranks o f v lo - 
tlms. 
Oates receiv ed a large Inco me 
fro m the go v ernment and bad a suite 
o f ro o ms in the palace. 
Then, as the turmo il began to die 
do wn, Oates tried to rev iv e It, by tho 
mo st atro cio us charge o f all. 
He ac­ 
cused the queen—a meek, pio us, gen­ 
tle little wo man who m her 
husband 
had neglecieil and ill-treated—o f co n­ 
spiring to po iso n King Charles. 
The 
public o nce mo re ho wled with fury , 
i ’urllainent tried to fo rce the queen 
to leav e co urt. Charles had tho de­ 
cency to put a sto p to tliJs tale by de­ 
claring his wife inno cent.
